BERLIN ANNOUNCES 


No More Special Warnings by 
Submarines After March 1, 
Admiralty Says. 


FEBRUARY LOSSES’~ BIG 


Number of Craft Sunk Gfeater 
Than in Any Other Month 
of War, Statistics Show. 


BERLIN, via London, March 2.—The 
Admiralty made the following announce- 
ment today: 

“On March 1 expired the final period 
of grace allotted for sailing ships in the 
Atlantic. From this date no special 
warning will be given to any boats by 
submarines.”’ 


NEW YORK, March 2.—Figures com- 
piled by the Journal of Commerce to- 
day list 202 vessels of approximately 
420,460 gross tonnage as definitely re- 
ported destroyed during February or 
since Germany's unrestricted submarine 
warfare began. This compares with 14 
vessels of 338,851 gross tonnage in Jan- 
uary. Norwegian and Ditch shipping 
during February suffered losses heavier 
than any of the entente allies except 
that of Great Britain, which lost more 
than half of the month's total. The 
February figures were the highest for 
a single month. 


Shipping destroyed since the war be-. 


gan, exclusive of war vessels, repre- 
sents 10 per cent of the world’s mer- 
chant marine as it existed on Aug. 1, 
1914. Construction of warships has off- 
set most of the losses, it is stated. 

The statistics record the destruction 
of 273 vessels of 4,811,100 gross tons, of 
which more than half was owned by 
Great Britain. The next heaviest suf- 
ferer has been Norway, with France 
third, Italy fourth and Germany. fifth. 
Entente losses have been about 75 per 
cent of the total and Teutonic 20 per 
cent.

As the period of grace for neu- 
tralships had not yet elapsed, the 
steamer was allowed to go along, but 
was strongly. advised to return, aban- 
don the barred zone and proceed for 
Holland by the northeastern route. -The 
captain of the Jacatra was given a plan 
of the barred zone. 

“In spite of the urgent warning, the 
steamer continued in the direction of the 
English Channel. The steamer touched 
at the British port of Dartmouth or Fal- 
mouth, As a consequence, she was 
among the Dutch steamers which left 
these ports on Feb. 22 and was sunk 
near the Scilly Islands."

$50,000 RANSOM 
FOR VIVIANO BOY 


Note Threatens Decapitation of 
Child if Police Are Informed 
of Abduction. 


SIGNED 


Letter Was Sent to Home of Rich 
Manufacturer by Special 
Delivery. 


Frank Viviano, 8-year-old son of Gae- 
tono Viviano of 585 Waterman avenug, 
a wealthy macaroni manufacturer, has 
not been seen by his parents since he 


started to St. Roch’s Parochial School, 
6048 Waterman avenue, at 8:30 a. m. yes- 
terday. 

A letter received by the boy’s father 
yesterday afternoon indicates that the 
boy was abducted and is being held for 
ransom. 

The letter, as translated from Italian 
by an employe of Viviano, reads: 

*“*My friend, be careful. .We have your 
son. Don't worry about him. We will 
take care of him. We beg of you to 
send us the sum of $50,000 as soon as pos- 
sible if you want to find your son. Don’t 
risk referring this to the police, because 
if we see that the force is after us your 
son will be decapitated without loss of 
time. Now it is up to you to decide. 
Hither money or your son's head. 

(Signed) THE BLACK HAND.” 

‘Which, by and by, will get everyone,”’ 

Letter Sent Special Delivery. 

The letter is in ink. _It was mailed at 
the Central Postoffice at 4:30 p,. m. yes- 
terday. On it were a 2-cent stamp and 
two 5-cent stamps and it was marked 
“special delivery.””° It was addressed 
to the Viviano home. The handwriting 
on the envelope is different from that 
in the body of the letter. 

Mrs. Viviano became alarmed when 
the boy did not come home for lunch. 
She went to the school and learned he 
had not been there... She then tele- 
phoned to her husband at his office and 
he notified the police. At that time the 
letter demanding ransom had not: beer’ 
received.

Boy Has Scar on Forehead. 

The boy is about three feet tall and 
has dark hair and brown eyes. Thére | -—— 
is a scar on his forehead. He wore 
a grayish “salt and pepper’ suit, a gray 
and white overcoat, a pink collar, a yel- 
low and blue striped tie and a yellow 
cap. 

The school to which the boy started 
is less than two blocks west of his 
home and on the same street. Members 
of the family belieye the abduction oc- 
curred a very Short time after he kissed 
his mother goodby and started to 
school. 

The police questioned many pupils at 
the school, inchiding scme who usually 
met the boy near his home and walked 
to school with him. All these children 
said they did not see the Viviano boy 
yesterday morning. 

A boy who attends,a public school 
in the neighborhood today told de- 
tectives he saw the Viviano boy walk- 
ing west in front of 5910 Waterman 
avenue about 8:30 a. m. This is just 
east of the bridge over the River des 
Peres. 

H. E. Voges, a druggist at Kings- 
bury place and the River des Peres, 
two blocks north and half a block 
west of the Viviano home, said the 
boy usually went there each morning 
to buy candy before going to school, 
but was not there yesterday morning. 

Passed Near River Des Peres. 

To reach the drug store the boy 
walked along the bank of the River 
des Peres, a comparative lonesome 
place and it was necessary for him to 
pass two alleys which terminate at 
the river bank. The river bed is dry. 

A woman customer of Voges told hit 
that about 8'a. m. she saw two men 
who seemed to be Italians on Berlin 
avenue and Skinker road, a block south 
and a block west of St. Roch's School. 
One of the men had a biack mustache 
and seemed to be trying to conceal him- 
self behind a telegraph pole. She saw 
him board a southbound Clayton car. 
The other man then walked south on 
Skinker road. Others also saw these 
men, but no one saw the boy in their 
company. * 

Voges said he and customers in his 
store had often joked. with the Viviano 
lad about the danger of his being kid- 
naped as his cousins were.

New York Govérnor Prohibits 
Bout Australian Planned 
With Jack Dillon. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 2.—Gov. Whit- 
man today directed the State Athletic 
Commission to prohibit the boxing bout 
scheduled for Madison Square, Garden, 
New York, on Monday night between 
Les Darcy and Jack Dillon, on the 
ground that Les Darcy is a “Slacker.” 

The Governor outlined his position in 
the following statement: 

“Tl have directed the boxing commis- 
sion to forbid the holding of' the’ so- 
called ‘boxing exhibition’ at . Madison 
Square Garden on Monday night. Iam 
credibly informed. that one Les Darcy 
has planned, or that his managers have 
planned, that the fight contemplated 
shall be what is commonly known as a 
‘fight to the finish’ or ‘knockout.’ 

“Les Darcy, so I am informed, is a 
runaway from his own country. In dis- 
guise and under an alias he left h 
tive Jand (Australia) because he was 
afraid to fight in the cause for which 
his fellow countrymen are sacrificing 
their lives. He prefers to.give a brutal 
exhibition, at some personal risk, for a 
purse of $30,000. 

“I believe that the citizens of this 
State will support the Governor in his 
insistence that this thing shall not be 
permitted in New York,”’ 

Chairman Fred A. Wenck of the Ath- 
letic Commission said that Darcy would 
not be permitted to participate in any 
boxing contest In this State. “Tne Gov- 
ernor believes,””’ Wenck said, ‘that as 
this country is on the verge of wer it 
would be both unpatriotic and tnseemly 
to place a man upon a pedestal who has 
virtually deserted the military service 
of a nation that will be our ally in the 
event of hostilities. This executive or- 
der is directed solely against Lee Darcy 
and not against the boxing game.”’

They were: Repub- 
licans—Benedict of California, Cary of 
Wisconsin, Cooper of Wisconsin, Davis 
of Minnésota, Helgesen of North Da- 
kota, Linébergh of Minnesota, Nélson 
of Wisconsin, Stafford of Wisconsin and 
Wilson of Illinois; Democtats—Decker 
ot Missouri, 8 leford of Missouri and 
Sherwood of Ohio; Socialist—London of 
New York. 

All proposed amendments to the méas- 
ure, except those added in committee, 
were rejected by the House under an 
avalance of votes. Never sirice questions 
arising out of ihe Buropean war began 
t» agitate the House almost three years 
ago, has there been such a display of 
patriotic nonpartisanship as was wit- 
nessed in the chambers.

Foreign Secretary Zimmermann 
Says Negotiations Were Failure 
Before They Really Began. 


BERLIN, Wednesday, Feb. 2, vy 
wireless to Sayville, March 2.—In his 
address in the Reichstag today in re- 
gard to relations tween the United 
States and Germany (a portion of which 
was received by cable yesterday), For- 
eign Secratary Zimmermann related the 
circumstances of the attempt at con- 
tinuing negotiations between the two 
countries through the Swiss legation at 
Washingtcn, and after saying it was 
easy to understand that the Govern- 
ment endeavored to avoid everything 
which might cause ‘war with America.

“We examined the suggestion from 
the Swiss Minister from the standpoint 
of these considerations.

} “Obviously, our wish to come to an 
understanding with America can be 
accomplished only in the event that 
it is possible without conflict with our 
deciaration of barred zones, which we 
are firmly decided to maintain against 
our enemies under all circumstances. 

“It was only after long consideration 
that we decided to use our sharpest wea- 
pon. You know, of course, of our fego- 
tiations with America and of our hon- 
est and sincere. peace offer and the 
jeering rebuke by our enemies. To our 
attempt at reconciliation our adversaries 
opposed their will to annihilate us, and 
thus nothing was left us but to take up 
the last and best weapon. 

“After we took this decision obvi- 
ously no backward step was possible. 
We regret that neutrals have to suffer 
by it, but we cannot help that. 

“From the standpoint of these con- 
siderations, I said in my answer to 
America merely that Germany now, 
as before, was ready to negotiate on 
condition that establishment of the 
barred zones against our enemies be 
not impaired, 

Hinted at Possible Concession. 

“We only hinted at our readiness to 
enter into more detailed negotiations 
with America in regard to the ad- 
mission of passenger ships. 

“The Swiss Minister at Washing- 
ton transmitted our communication,” 
Zimmermann continued, “and there- 
upon received from Mr. Lansing a 
note in very polite terms. Mr. Lan- 
sing said he was authorized by Presi- 
dent Wilson to say that the Govern- 
ment of the United States would very 
gladly and willingly negotiate with 
Germany if Germany canceled her 
decision of Jan. 31. This being abso- 
lutely impossible the negotiations ha. 
to be considered as a failure before 
they really had begun.” 


NORTHCLIFFE WOULD BE GLAD IF 
U.S, AIDED FRANCE FINANCIALLY 


Also, for Sentimental Reasons, He

Former Patient Describes Ex- 
periences at Neal Establish- 
ment in Springfield, Mo. 


C. E. Russell of Wellston, general 


foreman of the maintenance depart- 
ment of the Wagner Electric Manu- 
facturing Co., described today, in his 
testimony in Justice Matthews’ Court 
at Clayton, the treatment which he 
said he received for the drink habit 
at the Neal Institute in Springfield, 
Mo., for three or four days in Novem- 
ber, 1912. 

“The damned treatment didn't. do 
me any good,” he declared. “Why, 
hell, I was drunk six hours after I 
left the place, and | wasn’t wholly 
He went on 
to say that he still had occasional 
“brainstorms”’ or sprees. 

On Russell's testimony, which wag 
not controverted by any representa- 
tive of the institution, the Justice 
rendered a judgment in Russell's 
favor, in a suit of the institution 
against him for a $49.50 balance on 
a note, “for value received,” which, 
Russell said, was part of a fee of $125 
which was charged him for the treat- 
ment. 

Russell’s defense to the suit was that 
he had not received value for his money, 
and that the amount he had already 
paid, $40 cash and something more than 
$35 on the note, was sufficient. The Jus- 
tice upheld this view, inasmuch as there 
was no opposing testimony. It.was un- 
derstood that the institution depended 
on the fact that it held Russell's note, 
and did not think it necessary to pre- 
pare a detailed case. 

Russell testified that about Nov. 18, 
1912, which was the date of the note, he 
was induced by a personal acqua!ntance, 
Dr. C. A. Tucker, to enter the Spring- 
field institution, and declared that the 


[physician guaranteed.that he would be 


cured of the drink habit: He said he 
was told that the only charge to him 
would be the actual cost of the treat- 
ment, $45 or so, but that he was asked 
t» sign a note, so that the books of 
the institution might show him as pay- 
ing the usual fee, $126. 

“IT was there three or four days,’ Rus- 
sell testified. ‘“‘The treatment there is 
to give you all the beer and whisky you 
want. They surround you with it, and 
invite you to wallow in it. They don't 
limit you to their liquor, either; they 
let you go to saloons and drink all you 
want. i 

“On the side, they give you some dope 
that makes you sick. It is supposed. +o 
make you so sick that you don’t want 
to look at liquor. But it wasn’t strong 
enough to stop me. 

He Followed Directions. 

‘“Belleve me, I did wallow in it. I fol- 
lowed the directions feligiously about 
taking the dope. But I wasn’t sober 
when they discharged me.’’ 

He did not’say whether he was asked 
to stay longer, or whether the customary 
treatment does not last longer than three 
or four days, and this matter was not 
brought out. 

After leaving the institution, he said, 
he went to three physicians, and one of 
them, Dr. C. E. Woody, advised him 
not to take any more of the ‘‘dope.’’

In the first 15 days of the new German 
submarine campaign the teil taken by 
the British fleet was 2, this figure 
like that of five for a day, is, I feel sat- 
isfied, correct. But, following its in- 
variable course, the British navy de- 
clines to supply any official information 
as to its methods or its progress in 
dealing with submarines. 

Having set forth these _ statistics, 
which indicate that not a little is being 
accomplished in dealing with the latest 
outbreak of deep sea ‘‘terribleness,”’ it 
remains to state that the new ysubma- | 
rine campaign is everywhere recognized 
in Great Britain as the most. serjous 
challenge the empire has known since 
Trafaigar, if not since the days of the 
Spanish Armada itself. 

It would be a mistake for the friends 
of the allies in America to underrate 
the meaning of this German submarine 
campaign and its possibilities. It would 
be making a mistake that is not being 
made in Britain. There it is fully under- 
stood that Germany is playing her last 
card, that she is making her final bid 
for victory and it is significant of the 
new grasp on realities that exists in 
Britain that the danger and the power 
of this final bid are not in the least un- 
derestimated. 


England Prepares for Siege. 


Today all England is preparing to 
face—not starvation—but something ap- 
proaching it. All over the kingdom 
men and women are, in advance of 
mandatory legislation, limiting their 
food consumption, reducing the use of 
meat, of sugar, of all the things that 
are supplied by seaborne freights. It 
is not too much to say that Britain is 
getting ready to stand siege, that mil- 
lions of British subjects recognize that 
the cost of victory in the great struggle 
may be scarcity at home such as has 
not been known in modern times in 
England. 

Today in the restaurants and ho- 
tels only two courses are served for 
luncheon and three for dinner. And 
nothing is more impressive than the 
fashion in which people are submit- 
ting to that sort of regulation which 
has an essentially Teutonic character, 
not perforce, but with readiness, with 
complete willingness; it is a detail, 
a minor but still a real detail in win- 
ning war—hence it must be faced. 

The time has not come when there 
is an actual and visible shortage of 
foodstuffs in England. There is no 
starvation there and there is no evi- 
dence of that very general wunder- 
feeding which all witnesses agree is 
so unmistakable in Germany. Britain 
is not yet hungry, but Britons are 
taking every step to avoid possible 
famine hereafter by making meager 
now. 

Yet, and I return to this fact be- 
cause it has a patent meaning for 
America, it is recognized everywhere 
in Great Britain that the Germans in 
their present submarine campaign 
have opened up a new chapter in 
the war. British confidence in the 
ultimate ability of their fleet to deal 
with the submarine pest is unshaken, 
but it is not less clear that the Brit- 
ish perceive that, unless a method be 
found to dispose of the submarine— 
and it has not yet been discovered— 
the Empire, the British Isles, are at 
the very least in for the most diffi- 
cult hours in their history.

More than this, looking into the 
future, thoughtful men perceive that 
the submarine, even if it be insuffi- 
cient to save Germany now, even if 
preventive methods or allied success 
on land insures German defeat before 
British starvation its even a question, 
has opened a new horizon and may 
have a future if not an immediate chal- 
lenge to British supremay on the high 
seas, and to British safety behind her 
Tamparts of water.

by submarines of still greater power 
will be a consequence of subsequent 
war. 

And the result is that a seafaring 
nation, feeling its very existence 
challenged, is making answer in its 
preparations not for another cam- 
paign, not for another year of jrar, 
but for ail those years of war that 
are necessary to win the struggle. 
It is the submarine threat which has 
brought Britain into the war as, a 
year ago, it seemed as if Britain 
could n6t be enlisted. 

Today preparations are being made to 
plant the commons, to sow the parks, to 
use the waste land of the four kingdoms. 
In so far as it is possible, the land of 
England is to be made to support the 
people of England. Land laws are 
threatened with complete abolition, all 
the old evils which for a century have 
been the topic of endless futile discus- 
sion seem on the point of being swept 
away, and under a German lash the 
United Kingdom is making herse!f over, 
as her farsighted sons had long hoped 
she might make herself over. 

All of which means much to the fu- 
ture; it means much to the present also. 
It means that within the time when the 
submarine blockade can become a direct 
and immediate peril to the food supply 
ot Britain the soil of Britain will be able 
te supply much to help tide over the 
crisis and to relieve the strain upon 
shipping. 


Saloniki Army May Be Recalled. 
Nothing is more idle than the German 
threat that Britain will be brought to 
her knees this summer, unless it is the 
optimism found elsewhere that the sub. 
marine threat ig an empty threat and 
that it carries no real menace. A year 
from now, if the sinking of merchant- 
men keeps up at the rate of last month. 
if American and other neutral shipping 
remains paralyzed, the question may 
take a new shape; it may be necessary 
to recall from Saloniki the army now 
there, because of the terrific strain 
placed upon transport. 

But England, the United Kingdom 
with the overseas dominion, holds now 
greater resources of men and of money 
than Germany. Despite considerable 
losses, Britain is coming into the fourth 
campaign of the war relatively fresh. 
No such toll in life has been laid upon 
her as upon Germany, whose death list 
exceeds the total of British killed, 
wounded and captured. Zeppelin raids 
have made onl¥ ridiculously sligist prog- 
ress in destruction in Britain, and their 
failure seems complete. Today Britain 
is the one relatively unexhausted nation 
in the great struggle, and her very re- 
serves in men and in treasure inaure ul- 
timate victory, with French aid, unless 
the war can be terminated before it be- 
comes one simply of exhaustion. 

Considerable gains in Champagne or 
in Lorraine, however bitter to French 
pride and patriotism, will not do this 
for Germany. If she cannot strike Brit- 
ain she is. bound to lose the war, as her 
own statesmen and policy disclose. And 
the small additional weight that the 
United States can immediately give to 
the enemjes of Germany, if Germany 
forces us into war, cannot be compared 
with the profit if Germany can win the 
war or even escape complete disaster, 
by bringing Britain to terms through 
the submarine campaign. 

The struggle has become a duel to the 
death between Germany and Britain. 
Even France has come to play a rela- 
tively secondary part in the conflict. 
despite her superb army and unshaken 
determination. And the outcome of the

German Language Newspapers 
Express View That Whole

The New York Staats Zeitung says 
that, as a rule, a rumor of this sort 
would demand very little attention, but 
that in this case the President has de- 
clared the letter to be autheritic, and 
has refused further information.

The New York German Herold says 
the proofs of the story should be sub- 
mitted to the public without delay. “The 
sooner the story explodes the betters,” 
is its comment. The Cleveland Waechter 
and Anzeiger says it believes the letter 
to be a falsification. The Clevelani 
Volksblatt uses the term “rank fabrica- 
tion.”” The Milwaukee Germania Herold 
leaves its readers to judge. The Cincin- 
nati Freie Presse says the President 
cannot guarantee the authenticity of the 
letter. The Detroit Abend Pdst is mildly 
skeptical. 

The lilinois Staats Zeitung, Chicago, 
says: “Germany, fighting for national 
existence, may think it proper to drag 
the United States into war, but that will 
not be sufficient to persuade Americans 
that Germany is justified in proposing 
an alliance with Mexico to the injury of 
the United States, or the violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine.”’ 

The St. Louls Westliche Post speaks 
of the new development as “a nervy 
move of the pro-British clique, which 1s 
seeking to drive the country into war.” 
It says the Associated Press has long 
been unneutral and is a fitting tool for 
such a move. It then asks why, if the 
note was sent Jan. 19, “President Wil- 
son has 4o long kept Congress in the 
dark." (Secretary Lansing has said thai 
the matter became known to this Gov- 
ernment this week.) The Amerika de- 
clares the note to be a forgery. 

George Sylvegter Viereck, pro-German 
propagandist {in New York, said in an 
interview that the Zimmermann letter 
was “obviously faked,” and said the 
whole matter sounded “like a dime 
novel concocted by Sir Gilbert Parker 
rand E. Philips Oppenheim.”

BECAUSE OF ‘SECRET 


Letters Indicate That She Was 
Jealous of Former Girl Chum’s 
New Girl Friend. 


Mrs. Ella K. Moore, % years old, a 
bride of three weeks, was found dea‘ 
of asphyxiation this morning, at her 
home, 3222A Iowa avenue, with a letter 
beside her saying that her husband, Roy 


L. Moore, had been good to her, but that 
there was a secret between them which 
caused her to take her life. 

Other letters seemed to show that Mrs. 
Moore was bitterly jealous of a new 
girl friend of her chum of many years, 
Miss Irene Franz of 210 Chippewa 
street, and that she attempted to have 
Miss Franz come to her home last night, 
in the hope that both of then might die 
together. 

The discovery of the death was made 
at 7 o'clock by Miss Franz, who re- 
ceived yesterday a special delivery let- 
ter from Mrs. Moore, begging her to 
come over and spend the night. “I must 


the letter read. It ended: “I hope to see 
you once again, and remain as ever your 
true, lonesome, forgotten and forsaken 
friend.”” Miss Franz put off callirg un- 
til this morning. 

All but One Door Locked. 

She found all the doors locked exceyt 
one at the side, under the knob of which 
a chair was propped. With the neigh- 
bors she forced entrance. Mrs. Moore, 
in nightdress, was lying in the kitchen 
with all the jets on. 

Miss Franz became hysterical, crying 
that she wished to die, too, and was 
placed in the care of a physician. Moore, 
a machinist, working nights at’ the 
American Car and Foundry Co., arrived 
a few minutes later. He said his wife 
seemed happy when he left her last 
night, and that he knew nothing of the 
“‘secret’’ to which she referred. 

Mrs. Moore had written three let- 
ters. One, to the police, said she was 
tired of life and was “going home.” 
She asked that her mother, Mrs. C. 
Magen, 7498 Canterbery avenue, Ma- 
plewood, be notified. 

Leaves Messages for Others. 

To her brother, Charles Magen, she 
wrote that she wished she could have 
killed her nephew, Francis, with her- 
self, “to keep him pure,’ and_ that 
“Irene may @eome over tonight and 
die with me.” In a letter to Miss 
Franz she said: “Roy is good to me, 
but there is a secret between us, and 
that is why I take my life.” 

There was reference toa girl called 
“Nona,” and Mrs. Moore wrote: “You 
know my jealous nature. Whenever 
you spoke her name it cut me like a 
knife. I will whisper your name 
with my last -reath.”

DR. HILL GIVES HIS VERSION 
OF UNIVERSITY EXPENDITUKes 


Neither the Automobile, Traveling 
Bag or Bathrobe Cost the State 
a Cent, He Declares. 


COLUMBIA, Mo:, March 2.—Dr. A. 
Ross Hill, president of Missourl Univer- 
sity, has returned from Jefferson City. 
Discussing the report of Representative 
Correll’s committee to the House, which 
criticized university expenditures, Dr. 
Hill said: 

“Correll’s committee could not find any 
excess expenditure made by the univer- 
sity, so it proceeded to discuss and crit- 
icise university expenditures generally. 

“The only traveling vouchers filed for 
which requisitions have not been paid 
are chargeable to the several appropria- 
tions for agricultural extension work. 
These amounted to $7849.56 Dec. 31, 1916, 
and include $11.81 not spent in extension 
work.”’ 

Dr. Hill explained that the Ford auto- 

mobile to which the committee made ob- 
jection is used in the horticultural de- 
partment. It was paid for by the sale of 
supplies and products raised on the 
farm, he said, and did not cost the State 
a cent. The traveling bag and bathrobe, 
he declared, were bought to replace like 
articles lost at the Parker memoria) hos- 
pital while a patient was being treated. 
They were paid from hospital fees, he 
said. The engraving was done to a sil- 
ver trophy for the Missouri Corn Show 
and was pafd for by the Corn Growers’ 
Association, he said, and added that the 
watch repairing was to a Stop watch 
used in experimental work at the en- 
gineering experiment station. 
Dr. Hill said that notwithstanding his 
request that the Correll committee ask 
questions about university expenditures, 
did not do so.

$60,000 HELD FOR 


SOLDIERS BY STATE 
STILL UNCLAIMED 


Money in’ Kansas City 
Belongs to Missouri Spanish- 
American Veterans. 


A fund of nearly $60,000, on deposit ‘for 
several years in Kansas City banks un- 
der custodianship of the Governor, has 
gone begging for want of claimants. It 
belongs to a thousand Missouri! soldiers 
of the Spanish-American war, who since 
have scattered to,all parts of the world, 
some in remote places where they ar» 
not likely to hear that they have money 
awaiting them for their services, Others 
quite likely are dead. 

Former Gov. Major, who came into 
possession of the fund from his prede- 
cessor, Gov. Hadley, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter here today that he was 
prepared to transfer the trusteeship <. 
Gov. Gardner as soon as the new exe¢- 
utive indicates that he is ready to re- 
ceive it. Gov. Gardner declared that 
he had been notified by Major of the 
existence of the fund, but he had been 
so busy with his legislative program 
that he had not had time to give con- 
sideration to the details of transfer. 

This fund constitutes one instarce, at 
least, in which it is hard work to give 
money away. Hadley, as Governor. 
found it comparatively easy to pay out 
$137,941.69 to approximately 7000 Missouri 
war veterans, but Gov. Major's task was 
not so easy. In his four-year adminis- 
tration he was able to disburse on'y 
about $10,000 of the fund, and Gov. Gard- 
ner and dicceeding State executives ate 
expected to have even a harder time 
finding claimants. 

Fund Originally Was $201,503. 

The fund, Major pointed out, originally 
totaled $201,608.42. It was obtained from 
the Federal Government by Hadley, who

When Major became Governor he re- 
ceived from Hadley a men.orandum that

where Hadley originally had placed i:, 
as the Government required the trustev 
to keep the fund separated from State 
moneys for apportionment to claimants 
whenever they appeared. 

Capt. Frank M. Rumbold of Battery 
A, who was Adjutant-General during 
Hadley’s administration, stated that he 
disbursed most of the fund, paying ail 
but 1000 of the 8000 original claims. ~ He 
pointed out that the Government had 
not provided money to meet the expense 
of distributing the fund, and that Ha.1- 
ley arranged to get $ per cent interest 
for it. The In‘*erest was used in paying 
for advertisements, postage and other 


expenses in locating claimants. 


je 
Records Complicated. 


Rumbgld said that some claimants 
had complicated the records of the Ad 
jutant-General's office by failing to cash 
their checks after receiving one. One 
veteran framed his check as a souvenir. 
To get’ this account straightened out, 
Rumbold had the veterap give bond that 
he would not cash the original check, 
and then issued a duplicate, which the 
claimant cashed and which finally got 
back to the Adjutant-Gencral's ‘iles, 
completing the record of a satisfied 
claim. 

Under the law authorizing the call for 
volunteers in 1898, the Government obli- 
gated itself to reimburse the State for 
any expense it went to in assembling 
the soldiers.

The small public subscriptions to the 
stock, $120,095, for all 12 banks, the 
Secretary said, was neither ae sur- 
prise nor a disappointment 

“No special effort was made to se- 
cure public subscriptions,” he ex- 
plained, “the taking of the full 
amount of stock being assured by the 
Government underwritingsr. The fact 
that the banks were unlikely to pay 
any dividends on this stock during 
the first year and that it will ulti- 
mately be retired at par, naturally 
made it unattractive to investors. As 
far as the interest of the banks is 
concerned, it is to their advantage 
that the stock should be held: by the 
Government, as individual stockhold- 
ers are entitled to participate in div- 
idendsa, while the Government is ex- 
cluded by the terms of the act from 
the receipt of dividends on its stock.”

Provide for Vote in November, 
1918, on Prohibition in 
Missouri. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 2—The 
Senate late yesterday afternoon én- 
grossed a résolution submitting to the 
voters in November, 1918, a constitutional 
amendment for prohibition, after nearly 
three hours’ acrimonious debate, which 
had little other purpose than to deter- 
mine whether the personal pride of Car- 

ter or Buford should be satisfied. 

Carter introduced the prohibition 
amendment desired by the Anti-Saloon 
League, the W. C. T. U. and other or- 
ganizations. Buford later introduced 
one almost identical with it. The Sen- 
ate combine had determined that there 
should be no legislation enacted with 
Carter’s name attached to it, as he had 
incurred the enmity of the combine lead- 
ers. As part of his punishment the 
Carter resolution was amended to pro- 
vide that prohibition should become ef- 
fective at once if the amendment ‘is 
adopted, while in its original form the 
amendment provided a year for the 
liquor interests to dispose of their prop- 
erty, the “wets’’ proceeding on the the- 
ory that if prohibition would become 
immediately effective, it would receive 
probably 580,000 fewer votes. 

After the Carter resolution had been 
amended in this manner, Carter,. un- 
willing to have it passed, placed it on 
the informal calendar. Later the Bu- 
ford resolution was taken up and the 
provisions of the original Carter resolu- 
tion substituted for it. Thus the prohi- 
bition resolution bears Buford’s name 
It provides that if the proposed amend- 
ment is adopted prohibition shall be- 
come effective in November, 1919. 

Much ill feeling/among Senators was 
developed during the debate. Buford 
end Taylor, who professedly are dry 
were lined up with the wets in most 
of the afternoon voting. Moore charged 
that Buford was dry in conversation and 
voted dry on matters of no consequence, 
but that he was found with the wets 
when dry votes in the Senate really were 
needed. He went back into Buford’s 
legislative history and showed that when 
a prohibition amendment was defeated 
in 1909 by a tax rider, Buford voted with 
the wets for the rider. 

The House also -yesterday afternoon 
engrossed a prohibition amendment.

John Damm has received no word from 
him since the news of the detention 
came in news dispatches. The last letter 
received was written from Aachen (Aix 
la Chapelle), where Damm’s consular of- 
fice was, and it contained no reference 
to international matters. 

The brother heard indirectly that 
Damm was on his way to Switzerlanc 
with Ambassador Gerard’s party, but he 
has not been informed how far he got 
and has heard that he was ordered to 
Harput, Turkey. Consul Damm is ac- 
credited, in the consular list, to Ten- 
nessee.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 2.—Jessie 
Edgington, who a few months ago was 
ousted from the bench of the Criminal 
Court here through impeachment pro- 
ceedings, will be placed on trial Mon- 
day on the chargé of accepting a bribe 
from a brewery agent to modify an in- 
junction issued from his own court un- 
der which the alleged bribe giver was

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THE FILIBUSTER’S DEBACLE. 

The House vote of 403 for Mr. Wilson to 13 
against him probably expressed the ratio of the 
patriotic citizens to the “slackers” in the coun- 
try at large.

How to Keep Bread and Its Uses : 


READ should be kept in an earthen 
RB jar, or, if that is not available, in 
a tin box, in a cool, well-ventilat- 
ed place. The jar or box should be cov- 
ever, although it need not necessarily be 
air-tight. Bread should never be kept 
in\any receptacle, however, which can- 
not be scalded and thoroughly cleansed. 
At least once a week, bread jars or 
boxes should be carefully washed, scald- 
ed with boiling water—plenty of it—and 
well dried. They should be allowed to 
cool before the bread is put back into 
them. 

These are the rules for the care of 
bread in the home, laid down by Mrs. 
Claudia Quigley Murphy, consultant on 
home economics questions. She adds 
that it is more economical to buy a 
large loaf of bread than a small one, 
and that left-over. bread can be made 
into many delicious dishes. 

Here are a few recipes which she of- 
fers. Any kind of bread may be used, 
white, graham or whole wheat, 

Bread Crumbs—Dry broken pieces. in a 
warm oven until they are crisp, but not 
brown. Crush them on a board with a 
rolling pin kept for this purpose; sift the 
crumbs and keen them in a jar to use 
for croquettes and such things. They 
will keep for weeks. The larger, brown- 
er crumbs may be used for the tops of 
scalloped dishes. Undried crumbs may 
be used in scalloped dishes and pud- 
dings. In making scalloped dishes, put 
% of the crumbs on'the bottom of a 
buttered baking dish, then % of the ma- 
terial to be scalloped, % the seasonings 
and liquid; another 4% of the crumbs, an- 
other layer of material, seasoning and 
liquid, and cover the top with the re- 
maining % of the crumbs. It is an ex- 
cellent plan to store bread-crumbs 
in glass jars, covering them with a dou- 
ble thickness of cheesecloth, instead of 
the ordinary covers. In this way the 
crumbs do not acquire a stale taste and 
odor. Crusts broken into small pieces 
and browned well in the oven are good 
either as a breakfast cereal or for pud- 
dings. 

Bread Croutons for Soup—Cut 4 
Slices of bread into very small cubes 
In the frying pan heat 1 tablespoon 
Clarified butter; drop in the bread 
and saute gently until golden in col- 
or. Remove, drain and use to serve 
with soups. 

Bread Griddle Cakes—Pour 114% cups 
of scalded milk over 1% cups of 
bread crumbs, add 2 tablespoons of 
melted butter and soak for 15 min- 
utes. Add 2 eggs well beaten, 1 ta- 
blespoon of sugar, % teaspoon salt, 3 
teaspoons baking powder and % cup 
of flour. Mix and* drop by spoonfuls 
on a hot greased griddle; cook on one 
side. When puffed full of bubbles 
and cooked on edges, turn and cook 
on the other side. Serve with butter 
and maple syrup. 

Bread Muffins—Cover 3 cups of 
bread crumbs with 2% cups of milk 
and let soak 15 minutes. weat to a 
paste and add the well beaten yolks 
of 3 eggs, 1 cup of flour, « teaspoon | 
of salt, 2 teaspoons of baking powder 
and 1 tablespoon of melted tutter. 
Fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
the 3 eggs. Bake in buttered muffin 
pans in a quick oven for 20 minutes. 

The Proper Way to Prepare 
Poached Egg on Toast—Few people, 
says this expert in her field, know 
how to prepare poached eggs on 
toast. Accordingly she gives the fol- 
lowing directions: Place a wide and 
rather low-edged pan upon the fire 
and into it pour 3% quarts of water, 
seeing that the water is not less than 
4 inches deep. The pan should be 
wide so that 6 eggs can float about 
easily at the same ,time without 


crowding. Put 1 tablespoon of cold 
water on a dinner plate. When the 
water in the pan bolls, add to it 1 
tablespoon of vinegar. Carefully 
crack 6 eggs on the wetted plate, 
without breaking the yolks, and 
gently slide them into the boiling wa- 
ter and poach for 3 minutes. Lift 
them up wtih a skimmer and trim 
the edges; place them on freshly pre- 
pared, buttered or unbuttered, pieces 


Lof toast, 2 eggs on each, and keep 


|} warm. Poach 6 more in the same 
manner and serve, The eggs will 
turn out whiter and more brilliant 
looking, if no salt is added. 

Milk Toast—Add 1 tablespoon of 
butter to 1 quart of boiling milk, mix 
1 tablespoon of flour witn % cup of 
cold milk and stir into hot milk, 
with 1 teaspoon of salt. Pour water 
over toast and serve hot. A little 
grated nutmeg may be sprinkled over 
the top. 

French Toast—Beat 1 egg slightly, 
add % teaspoon of salt, a few grains 
of pepper and 1 tablespoon of milk. 
Soak 3 slices of bread in the mixture 
until soft. Cook on a “hot, well- 
greased griddle. Brown on one side, 
turn, and brown on the other. One 
of the easiest of the various ways of 
serving eggs on toast is to dip the 
slices of toast quickly in salted hot 
water, place in a dish and cover with 
scrambled, poached or creamed eggs. 

Cheese Toast—Remove crusts from 
4 slices of bread and fry a delicate 
brown in ho} fat. Remove from the 
fat and place in 4% cup of warm milk 
until moist. Cover with % cup of 
grated cheese. Sprinkle with salt and 
red pepper, and bake 6 minutes in a 
hot oven. Serve at once. 

Cinnamon _Toast—Cut stale bread 
into %-inch slices, remove crusts, and 
cut in 3 pieces, crosswise. Toast, 
spread with butter and sprinkle with 
sugar mixed with cinnamon, using 3 
parts sugar to 1 of cinnamon. 


For Pressed Chicken. 


OR pressed chicken, boil the fowl 
until quite tender. Remove all the 
bones and the skin, chop the meat fine 
add one egg well beaten and salt and 
pepper to taste. Meit a lump of butter 
as large aS an egg and add that., Mix 
all together well and put it into about a 
pint of the broth which has _ been 
strained Cook until the broth is evenly 
absorbed. Remove from the fire, put 
into a mold and press under a weight 
until cold.

Peanut Sandwiches—Mix peanut but- 
ter with mayonnaise, spread on thin 
slices of white bread, dot over with 
small pieces of endive, and cover with 
pieces of buttered bread. Roll and 
wrap separately in oiled paper. When 
ready to serve,unwrap and slip each 
sandwich into a green pepper ring. Se- 
lect small, long green peppers, to cut 
into rings. . 

Ham Salad Sandwiches—Mix potato 
salad with a little mayonnaise and fine- 
ly chopped chowchow pickle: mash all 
together and spread on a thin slice of 
cold boiled ham. Butter a thin slice of 
white bread, lay the slice of ham on it, 
cover with a lettuce leaf, trim, and roll. 
Wrap each separately in oiled paper un- 
til ready to serve; then unwrap, and tie 
with white baby ribbon. These have to 
be made very carefully, to be rolled suc- 
cessfully. Slice the ham very thin and 


mash the salad smooth, using very little. 


Ham and Egg Sandwich—Mince cold 
boiled ham, mix with cold boiled eggs 
mashed through a sieve, and season 
with mustard dressing. Spread on a 
slice of white bread, and cover with 
another buttered slice, with a lettuce 
leaf between. 

Cold Club Sandwiches—Spread a 
rather thick slice of white bread with 
butter; on this put a thin slice of cold 
boiled ham, next a thin slice of a 
large, firm tomato spread with ma- 
yonnaise; then a thin slice of chicken 
or turkey, and cover with a buttered 
slice of bread. Serve on lettuce. 

Salad Rolls—Cut off ome end of 
Vienna rolls, and with a fork care- 
fully remove the crumb without 
breaking the crust. Butter the inside 
while the rolls are warm, and, when 
cold, fill with chicken salad mixed 
with mayonnaise.

‘EMPTINESS’ OF PEACE OFFER 
CRITICISED IN THE REICHSTAG 


AMSTERDAM, March 2.—The Cologne 
Gazette, a copy of which has been re- 
ceived here, contains a report of a bit- 
ter attack on the Government by George 


Ledebour, Socialist-Democrat leader in 
the Reichstag. Ledebour denounced the 
Government’s policy of annexation and 
ériticised the “emptiness” of the Ger- 
men peace offer and the demand for a 
war indemnity, which he characterized 
as unrealizable. He protested against 
the deportation of Belgians and Poles, 
and also the proclamation of a Polish 
kingdom, which he termed a “most glai- 
ing and flagrant contradiction of the 
people’s right to decide for themselves. 

Declaring that the intention was to 
place a German or Austrian King on 
the throne and thereby chain Poland 
to the central Powers, Ledebour added: 

“You do not want a free Poland at all. 
Indeed, you do not look as if you could 
free anyone.” 

Ledebour was thrice called to order for 
improper remarks and his speech pro- 
voked a heated reply from Dr. Karl 
Helfferich, the Vice Chancellor.

ESPITE the early utterances of 
baseball men to the effect that 
they believed the plan for popular 
ownership and operation of the Car- 
dinals, as presented by James C. 
Jones, to be ‘‘ Utopian,’’ some of them 
have undergone a change of heart, 
after sleeping on it. 


A few of them have already begun 
to look serious and, in the Brown 
camp, the possibilities of the “ow ned- 
by-the-fans” plan are by no means 
underestimated. 

The fact that the idea has caught 
on with the fans, if not with the 
baseball men, is considered as a warn- 
ing sign. It is taken as evidence that 


the popularly owned club would have 
a big edge in public favor over its 
rival, the Browns, if it gave the 
slightest excuse for enthusiasm by 
its playing. 


About Major League Profits. 
HE undoubted advantage 
would be enjoyed by a club 
which could put all-its profits back 
into the development of the team— 
except a 6 per cent interest on the 
money involved—is attracting the at- 
tention of business men, -who have 
been led to think baseball earnings 
are exceptional. 

Out-of-town owners, connected with 
major leagues, may see in the possi- 
ble success of the plan, the end of 
vrivately owned baseball clubs and 
big profits. 

St. Louis baseball men no longer 
minimize the scheme, provided it is 
stripped of some of the features that 
Promised to encumber it, such as the 
“boy development,” military training 
and stadium ideas. Their one argu- 
ment against it is that the agreement 
not to divide profits over 6 per cent 
is worthless for this reason: 


That a major league club, capital- 
ized for $500,000, will be very lucky 
to make 6 per cent on its investment, 
unless it is a one, two, three aggre- 
gation! 

And this, Bo, is a solid fact. .Big 
profits have been made in baseball, 
by clubs that have not finished high: 
The Browns one year made $160,000, 
But it will be remembered that ‘the 
club ran fourth, and was leading the 
race in August. Also, it had no war- 
ime salaries and was a club that 
Was capitalized for only $80,000.
